straight edged board with a level on top and by placing this board across the various sills they can be adjusted quickly 


to the proper height. 

This picture, taken an hour and 
a half after work was started, shows 
three sides of the building in posi- 
tion, part of the interior partitions 
and most of the floor sections set 
in place. 

After the joists are hung in the 
steel stirrups, the floor sections are 
laid over them, being fitted together 
carefully at the joints. The edges of 
the flooring are set back far enough 
from the sills so the wall sections 
can be fitted down into the grooved 
edges of the sills. Nails are not re- 
quired to hold the sections together, 
as they fit into one another with 
tongued and grooved joints. They 
can be held in place temporarily by 
a few braces (see illustration), and 
when all the sections are in position, 
they are drawn firmly together by

tightening the bolts in the upper and 
lower wall plate. 

The doors and windows can be 
hung in their proper places as soon 
as the sections containing their 
frames are put in position.

By 11 o'clock the entire 
wall and interior partition sec- 
tions have been put in position 
and all the doors and windows 
hung in their frames. 

Thewall sections are bound 
together by placing the grooved 
wall plates along the top and 
bolting them together at the 
corners in the same manner 
as was done to the sills. Then 
the corner boards are fastened 
on with screws, holding the 
wall plates firmly over the wall 
sections. 

Note that no scaffold is 
necessary, as a plank placed 
across the tops of the partitions 
furnishes a foothold in setting 
the parts of the roof in place. 

The illustration shows the 
middle gable section just be- 
ing bolted to the wall plates. Reproduced from actual photograph. 

The outside gable sections 

are next put into position and the ridge pole hung between them. Additional roof supports are hung parallel to the 
ridge pole at the position shown by notches along the upper edges of the triangular gable section. These gable sections, 
roof supports and ridge pole provide a strong framework for supporting the roof sections. 

At 1 o'clock all the wooden roof sections are in place with the verge boards nailed along the edges of the roof. 
These roof sections come in 3-foot widths, and extend from ridge to eaves, being supported at the middle and ends by 
a framework, described above. Half-inch iron bolts with steel clips are used to fasten the roof sections to the ridge 
pole. Iron straps on the inside of the building connect the roof section and the side walls. These bolts and straps are 
spaced 3 feet apart, giving the house great strength and stability. 

This picture shows the 
house completed and the men 
ready to go home, having com- 
pleted the job in about eight 
hours. This proves the great 

economy of our Simplex Ready 
Made Buildings and illustrates 
how easily the parts are 
assembled. 

The illustration shows 
clearly the method of putting 
on the roofing. The strips ex- 
tend from ridge to eaves. Each 
strip is lapped about 2 inches 
over the one preceding, the laps 
being covered with roofing 
cement and all the edges nailed 
down securely with the nails 
spaced about 2 inches apart.
